from Cumberland, Md., to Tacoma, 
Wash. ; from Washington to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., through the capitals of 
the seaboard atatet; from Niagra to 
New Orleans: from Morehead City, 
N. C, to Taint Rock, Tenn., be- 
sides- many other roads m Delaware, 
Texas, Iowa, Missonri and Tennes- 
■ee. Two roads are named for Lin- 
coln: the Lincoln memorial, from 
Washington to Gettysburg, and the 
Lincoln way, from Louisville to 
Nashxille. 'i he CUy-Jcfferson me 
roorial proposes to unite Niagra 
falla with New Orleans by way of 
/ancsvillf, '> , Ma>svile, Ky., 
Nashville, Icun., and Meridian, 
Mils. In addirion to these public 
movements for road improvement, 
there are many private undertakings 
adong the same line, the most nota> 
ble being the duPont State Highway, 
wfcfch Col. Coleman duPont. is 
buildini; at a cogt of >j, 000, 000, 
and will dedicate to the state of 
Delaware. It will be 110 miles In 
len|{th, and run through the state 
from north to south. This is the 
most important donation made to 
good roads by any American indi 
vidual.

Farm Land Values Have Increased. 

( >f marked iiitLMcst, liocausc of 
nany statements made during the 
t'«nadian reciprocity debate, was 
the Census Bureau's announcetoent 
of the latest general farm statislii s 
of the United States, showing that 
land in farms-more than doubled in 
value during the past ten years, 
having increased St^.i$2,-;S6,ooo 
or 1 18 pe^ cent. In 1900 they were 
valued at S 1 05 1 ,0 ; ;,ooo and re 
turns of the thirteenth census show 
they arc now worth J28, 38 ; 821,000. 

Farm lauds, farm buildings and 
farm implements of the country are 
valued at 135,859,663,000 compared 
with ^ 17,356, 425 ;ooo ten years sgo. 

The number of farma in 1910 was 
6,340,120 as compared with 5,737- 
372 in 1900, an increase of 11 per 
cent. The land lacreased in 1900 
from 835,092,000 acres to 873,603,- 
000 in 1910, or 5 per cent, but a 
larger increase, 15 per cent., is 
noted in improved acreage, which in 
1900 was 414,490,000 acres, and in 
1910, 477,434,000 acres. 

More conspicuous than the in- 
crease in the number and acreage 
of farms has been increase in the 
improved values of farm property. 
The land ia futm rose m value from 
Ji3, 051, 033, 000 in loc-^ to ;^.'S,- 
383,821,000 in 1910, an la^rcare of 
1 18 per cent, and during the same 
period the average value per acre of 
all land in farms rose from I15 60 
to #.^2.50, or loS percent. 

Farm buildings, which in 1900 
were valued at 13.556,714,000, were 
reported in if^io as worth S(y,2()2,- 
025,000, an increase ot 77 percent. 
Farm implesaents and machinery re 
ported in 1910 was worth ^1,161,- 
817,000 and ten years previously as 
worth $749,778,000, show an in- 
crease of 68 per cent. 

How to Mend Post loads. 

Senator Swanson of \ irginia 
wants congress to appropriate lioo,- 
000,000 — twenty million yearly in- 
stallments—for the improvement of 
post roads and rural delivery. 

The rural delivery service now 
brings in a deficit of about 1x8, ooo,- 
000 a year, because of the liinitatiuns 
of our mail policy, which compels 
the rural delivery wagons to carry 
from one-tenth to poe- twentieth of a 
fair load. 

If a parcels post service were es 
tablished on the rural routes the 
sending of about one 10 cent pack- 
age a week by our four million fam- 
ilies served would increaa: the postal 
revenue by forty millions a year. 

For years the ao/crnmcnt has laid 
upuu the bhouldeik of the whole 
people a burden which should have 
been paid by postal traffic. I nder 
cover of an academic theory that 
the governmeot ought not to go 
into the express business, we have 



allowed enormous profits to be ex- 
torted by private intorosts and, 
besides, have carried the load of a 
great postal machinery which we 
refused to utilize fully. 

There has been nothing more 
foolis'i amoiing otir economic fjllics. 
Doubtless Senator Swanson 's criti 
cism of onr post- roads and his 
iIoiii.Hiii lor licttot moiits ,iro justil'iod 
but the way to provide them is by a 
rational postal policy which shall 
Utili/.o our postal |>!:int to the full. 

A pircels post w ill d j m irc than 
Senator Swanson asks, and it is to 
be hoped he will roll up his s!<-rv(> 
and work for legislation for tlii> 
sensible extension of our postal 
service.
